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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT

This Response is being submitted in reply to the Restriction Requirement dated June 14, 
2002 and the telephone conversation with the Examiner on June 27, 2002, relating to the above- 
identified application. 

I. PROVISIONAL ELECTION/SELECTION OF CLAIMS 

In the Restriction Requirement dated June 14, 2002, the Examiner has restricted the 
claims of the present invention under 35 U.S.C §121 as follows: 

Group I: Claims 1-26 and 41-54, drawn to a device, classified in class 257, sub-class 724; 

and 

Group II: Claims 27-40 and 55, drawn to a method, classified in class 438, sub-class 1+. 

1. The Applicants provisionally elect, with traverse, the claims of Group I, claims 1-26 
and 41-54 for continued prosecution. The Applicants reserve the right to file a Divisional 
Application for the non-elected claims of Group II at a later date. 

2. The Applicants provisionally select, with traverse, the claims directed to Species I, as 
depicted in FIG. 5. 
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
